GREAT MEETING AT WASHINGTON. 
Rooseveltiah indeed was the opening of the 
great conference at Washington on Wednesday. 
The Marine Band had been duly installed and at 
the psychological moment brayed out with all the 
trumpets as the President strode through the hall 
to mount the platform and take the gavel. Thus, 
as was fitting, in a novel way this novel meeting 
was opened for business. 
For this gathering is novel. It is as Roose- 
veltian as the blast of trumpets with which the 
President was greeted as he entered. The Senate 
was organized as a branch of the government to 
be an advisory body te which the President might 
at all times have recourse when he wished to learn 
the state of the Union. While the Senate in its 
organized capacity has not been used in this way 
in recent years, yet the Senators have usually 
served the President very much in the same way 
this meeting is to serve. The Chief Executive has 
usually called in Senators singly or in parties to 
consult about important matters of government, or 
about the needs or desires of States or sections of 
the Union consisting of several States whose inter- 
ests were more or less common. 

Like the thoroughly independent man, full of 
resourcefulness and power of initiative, that the 
President is, it has been bis pleasure to break away 
once more from the customs of the past, become 
a law to himself and make a precedent rather than 
follow any made by his predecessors in office. 
There is more or less friction between the Presj- 
dent and the Senate and this step will not make 
their relations smoother. But the President does 


not often move in the way of placating those who 


him. He is a good fighter, with Irish blood 
in his veins, and is as fond of a little set-to as are 
any of the strenuous people of the Green Isle who 
ever met at a fair. 

There is no constitutional bar to calling these 
distinguished politicians, men of affairs and philan- 
thropists together and “sizing up things as they 
may appear to them from so many divergent points 
of view.

YAQUI INDIANS 


— — 


Telegram of Gov. Cubillas 
Confirms This. 


Terms not Known, but Are 
Likel y Severe. 


Cost to Mexico Runs up in 
the Millions. 


Further positive confirmation of the 
surrender of the renegade Yaqui In- 
dians was received in this city yester- 
day in the form of a dispatch giving 
the complete text of a telegram sent 
by Acting Gov Cubillas from Hermo- 
sillo to the prefect at Guaymas, under 
date of the sth. inst., in reference to 
capitulation. The following is an ex- 
act translation of the telegram, which 


signed by Alberto Cubillas. 

“The so-called general, Luit Bulle, 
head.of the rebel Yaquis, has accepted 
the conditions imposed by the govern- 
ment for their surrender, turning over 
their arms and ammunition. It now 
only remains that the scattered parties 
and families of Yaquis be gotten to- 
gether to present themselves alto- 
gether. 
peaceful Indians of your district.” 

What the terms are that the govern- 
ment

insurgents will be placed where they 
will have no further opportunity to do 
mischief. In all probability they will 
be deported to the south, and may 
join their former companions in Quin- 
tana Rog.
